Lamar Hunt believes that

doesn’t mind investing this

Last month’s Annual Meeting of the NSW 
Amateur Football Association at Sydney’s Chey- 
ron Hotel provided one of the most heartening 
examples of soccer’s development that one could 


wish to see. | 


The Orient Room pro- 
vided a fitting atmosphere 
for the gathering. 

President Bruce Pleasant 
set the pace for the packed 
meeting to concentrate its 
efforts on the problems at 
hand. 

Views on all topics 
varied, but there was always 
an earnest attitude directed 
towards the betterment of 
football. 

Vivian Chalwin, an As- 
sociation patron, conveyed 
his good wishes for 1968 
progress. 

Jim Bayutti, Federation 
president, firmly emphasised 
the growing bond between 


the Federation and the 
Amateurs. 

His keynote was that, 
with the expertise now 


available in soccer, ,incteas- 
ing harmony, and the 
leadership that the Federa- 
tion intended to provide, 
the code can prove to the 
public that the Vietnam 
Tournament success, the 
Manchester United tour, 
and the standard of the 
1967 Premiership Grand 
Final were but a foretaste 
of what soccer will be 
providing in future years.

A decision also has to be made 
whether the best clubs of both leagues will play 
in a single competition, or whether the US will 
conduct two competitions in 1968.

Russia gains firs 


spot among nations 


About this time of the year it is all but traditional for large European 
sporting newspapers to publish various ranking lists. 


The majority of these 
concern soccer and the best 
known and authoritative is 
that of “France Football.” 

Early in January “FF.” 
published its ranking of 
European, countries on 1967 
results and achievements. 

This was their ranking: 

1. USSR. 

Z. Hungary and Italy. 

4. England. 

5. Bulgaria. 

6. Hast and West Ger- 
many. 

8. Yugoslavia. 

9. Czechoslovakia. 

10. Spain and Portugal. 

Then in order, follows: 
Scotland, France, Switzer- 
land, Denmark, Rumania, 


Belgium, Greece, Holland, 
Poland, Austria, Norway, 
Sweden, Turkey, Albania, 
Luxembourg, Finland and 
Cyprus. 


Hire, Iceland, Northern 
Ireland and Wales had in- 
sufficient results to be 
tanked. 

It is more 
that “France Football’s” 
ranking is as fair and 
accutate as you can get. 

The whole of Europe 
didn’t have one country in 
1967 that really stood out. 

England suffered a pain- 
ful home defeat to Scot- 
land while the Russians lost 
to lowly Austria and Hol- 
land,

Germany were 
beaten by Rumania and, 
even more astonishingly, 
drew with Albania and got 
eliminated from the HEuro- 
pean Championships. 

The Italians remained 
unbeaten in 1967 — but 
played only six matches and 
all against humble opposi- 
tion, yet they dtew twice. 

There is no doubt that 
either the USSR or 
Hungary should be ranked 
first. 

The Russians played 16 
matches, won 12, drew two 
and lost two. 

At home their record is 
five wins and one draw  — 
a shock 2-2 against Switzer- 
land. 

Away from home the 
Russians won seven, drew 
one and lost two. 


Their impressive away 
wins included matches 
against Scotland, France, 


Bulgaria and Chile and a 
draw at Wembley. 

Hungary played 10, won 
eight and lost two, to East 
Germany and Mexico. 

The Hungarians played 
only three times at home 
— and won all — and 
seven times away, winning 
five. 

During 1967 they never 
met in direct opposition. 

However, they both 
played several countries 
which can give a line of 
comparison. 

The Russians beat Mexico 
2-0 in Moscow the 
Hungarians first lost 1-2 to 
them, then defeated them 
2-0, both times in Mexico 
City. 

The Russians beat Aus- 
tria 4-3 in Moscow, then 
lost to them 1-0 in Vienna, 
in Buropean Championship 
ties; Hungary beat Austria 
3-1 in Vienna, 

Finally, the Russians 
defeated Chile 4-1 and the 
Hungarians beat them 5-4, 
both in Santiago. 

These comparisons would 
indicate that perhaps Hung- 


ary deserved at least to 
share the lead with the 
Russians — if for no other 


reason than because both 
Hungarian defeats occurred 
in matches with nothing 
at stake, while the surprise 
Russian fiasco in Vienna 
swept them to the verge of 
elimination from the Huro- 
pean Championships. 

The two Germanies tied 
for sixth place — a come- 
down for West Germany, 
beaten by Yugoslavia and 
Rumania and sensationally 
held to a 0-0 draw by AI- 
bania, but a confirmation 
of the emerging Hast Ger- 
mans, who were only beaten 
in two of their 14 games, 
by Hungary and Holland, 


both in the Huropean 
Championship. 
Yugoslavia owe their 


eighth place essentially to 
their surprise qualification 
for the European Cham- 
pionship quarterfinals.

Yugoslavia, however, 
had a positive international 
record for the first time in 
four years. They beat West 
Germany, Holland, Albania 
(twice) and lost to: Hung- 
ary and West Germany. 


Czechoslovakia, placed 
ninth, would have trated 
higher without a shock 1-2 
loss to Hire in Prague in 
their last European Cham- 
pionship preliminary round 
match, 

Otherwise the Czechs? re- 
sults were good: four wins, 
a draw and two defeats. 

Iberian neighbors, Spain 
and Portugal, share 10th 
place, both with mixed re- 
sults in 1967. 


Portugal had a disas- 
trous Huropean Champion- 
ship campaign, winning a 
mere point out of four 
from Bulgaria, while Spain 
only made the quarterfinals 
as a result of Czechoslov- 
akia’s surprise home defeat 
to Hire. 

Of the other countries 
among the 28 listed, France, 
winners of their elimination 
European Championship 
group, jumped from 18th 
in 1966 to 13th, just be- 
hind Scotland, whose only 
achievement was the win 
against England in London. 


The Swiss, too, are on 
the mend. They held Rus- 
sia to 2-2 in Moscow, 
thrashed Rumania 7-1 and 
held Italy to 2-2 in their 
first leg clash of the Euro- 
pean Championship to tie 


with France in 13th posi- 
tion. 

Belgium, for the first 
time in nine years, are net 
among the first 15 Huro- 
pean nations as they only 
beat Luxembourg twice, and 
Holland and were beaten 
twice by Poland. 

Austria and Sweden are 
still in the dumps, and 
have to be content to share 
a depressing 21st ranking. 


Eire, Wales, Northero 
Treland, Iceland and Malta 
were not ranked because of 
insufficient international 
appearances in 1967.

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Quota law 
may change 


A. special Council meeting on January 31 
will consider revising the controversial quota 
ruling which prevails in the Sydney First Division 


competition. 


The meeting has been 
called by the NSW Federa- 
tion Management Com- 
mittee to quell discontent 
among the ranks of some 
clubs unhappy with the 


| present quota laws. 


November’s  An- 
nual General Meeting 
decided that the quota 
ruling would again be en- 


forced in 1968. 


Actually the meeting 
voted that the local content 
this season would increase 
from three to four players. 


The present definition of 
an Australian is any player 
born here, or who migrated 
to Australia before the age 
of 18. 

The Management Com- 
mittee will suggest changes 
to the definition. 

, They will recommend 
that any player who settled 
here before he was 20, and 
not. 18, and who is a 
naturalised citizen should 
qualify as an Australian in 
the quotas. 


Last - 


The liberalisation of the 
definition of an Australian 
player will make it easy for 
clubs to fill their quota as 
any British player will be 


eligible to qualify as an 
Australian after only 12 
months’ residence. 


The Management Com- 
mittee will recommend ‘that 
the quota this year remains 
four Australians per team, 
but the new definition of 
the term “Australian” will 
render the quota law com- 
pletely ineffectual. 


We cannot agree with 
the Management Commit- 
tee’s tecommendation to 
alter a ruling which proved 
successful fast season in 
forcing -clubs to unearth 
genuine local players. 


There is no need to 
tamper with the quota law 
just to enable a few dis- 
satished clubs to take the 
easy way out.

“GOLDEN BALL” | 


Hungarian star Florian Albert, due to visit 
Australia in July with his club Ferencvaros, was 
voted Europe’s “Player of the Year.” 


The 26-year-old Albert, 2 
sportswriter by profession, 
headed the voting well ahead 
of Bobby Charlton (Man- 
chester United), Johnstone 
(Celtic), Beckenbaver (Bayern 
Munchen) and Eusebio (Ben- 
fica). " 


Leading soccer writers of 


424 European countries were 


asked to vote in the ballot, 
annually conducted by the 
Parisian “France Football”, 
who also donate to the winner 
the “Golden Ball”. 


Past winners since 1956 
have been Matthews, Di Ste- 
fano (twice), Kopa, Suarez, 
Sivori, Masopust, Yachin, 
Law, Eusebio and Charlton. 

This is the first time a Hun- 
garian player has been so 
“knighted” in this universally 
recognized French honors ist. 


Of the 24 journalists, eight 
placed Albert first on their 
list of five. 


In one slot or another, he 
figured on the list of 18 vot- 
ers. 


All such lists, of course, 
are suspect as strong national 
feelings often sway sane judg- 
ment. 


This year, however, there 
was little evidence of this. 

Only three journalists nam- 
ed a player from their own 
country first: the Hungarian, 
the Northern Irish (Best) and 
the Russian _(Streltzov). 


Best eventually finished 
eighth on the list. 
However, Streltzov’s top 


vote by his compatriot was 
odd as he only received one 
more vote (a fifth) from the 
other 23 journalists. 


Some British yotes appear 
somewhat biased. 

England’s Brian Glanville 
put three Britons in his first 
five: Best 1, Johnstone 2 
and Hurst 4. 


Northern Ireland’s Dermot 
Ashmore was slightly more 
biatant: his first four were 
British players Best 1, 
Johnstone 2, Gemmell 3 and 
Charlton 4. 


Best, of course, is another 
Northern Irishman while 
Johnstone and Gemmell play 
for Celtic, the famous “Trish” 
club of Glasgow. 

Of the other 22 non-British 
journalists not one put more 
than two British players on 
his list; two (Bulgaria and 
Portugal) have not listed even 
one. 

As usual, forwards domin- 
ated the scene. 


In the first five four were 
forwards, in the first 19 only 
Beckenbauer and Gemmell 
were defenders; of the total 
of 34 vote-getters 29 are 
forwards.
